It is characteristic of fifth column organizations 
to masquerade their true identity. The "I Am's" always wear a 
small American Flag on their lapel and very fervently swear 
allegiance to the American Flag at all their meetings, all of 
which arouses my suspicions. A passing remark was made by one 
member of this couple and shushed by the other that Hitler was 
a member of their organization. I am inclined to believe this 
as Hitler is a vegetarian and so are the "I Am's", At least thete 
are some possibilities of connections. This couple also took 
particular pride in their thneovyear old son being able to. 
do the Nazi salute. 


Their religious theories are based on the teachings 
of St. Germain mixed and confused with some modern ideas such 
as receiving powers from the cosmic rays. At their meetings 
usually held on Sunday nights men must wear white Linen orivery 
light colored suits and on special occasions pink neckties and 
likewise the women must dress in white. The colors, red and 
black, are prohibited as they do not permit the penetration of 
cosmic rays, Their prayers are called decrees, They forever 
hanmer on the idea of "I Am",- I am the Almighty presence, etc. 
They are the firm believers in the reincarnation of souls and 
the son of Mr, and Mrs. Ballard is supposed to have the s oul 
of George Washington reincarnated in him which appears like 
another patriotic gesture. The members are called upon to 
contribute heavily financially the contributions being called 
"love gifts" for Mr. and Mrs, Ballard who are tobe made 
millionaires, They are not allowed to smoke, drink or dance 


This may all appear insane, but if you delegate one 
of your men to investigate this group as a fervent member he 
would be taught these things and probabby learn much more than 
this letter portrays. I am not positive of the address of their 
meeting place but I recall something like 1135 M Street, N. W., 
Washington, D. C, It is a revamped residence and can be readily 
recognized by the bright lighting during their meetings, Their 
headquarters are supposed to be in California. 


Unless this couple sadlyamigintrepeted their ‘a 
teachings you will find the above information true and which’ in 
my opinion should be investigated. Parading behind a front of 
religion and patriotism they could go far before being discovered. 


. Accept my apology for a long letter but this appeared 
the only manner in which I could make my point clear. This is all 
the information I have and for certain reasons I do not wish to 
a isclosé/my identity. I hope I am not accusing this organization 
unjustly whic h would cause you unnecessary investigation, but 
if they are not a fifth. colwm organization it certainly is a 
good rackét, The pleasure of investigation is yours. Good luck.

I feel confident that you, as one pledged by oath to support the 
Constitution, will want to investigate the charges made by Federal authori- 
ties, dgainst the religious organization, the "I AM" Activity,. of using 
the nails to defraud.

And has not) 
their literatire enjoyed the freedom of the United States-mails, permitting 
then to-disseminate freely their teachings and even solicit funds for their _

Urs. BALLARD advised that the decrees of the "T AM! Cult 
have always condemned Commnism, that they have always fought 
Communism, ad have endeavored over the period of some nine years 
to make the American people conscious of the evils of Communism 
in this country. She stated that there is ho organization, and that 
persons who participate in it are merely students who come freely 
and voluntarily to meetings which are held and which are open to 
any persons who care to come, regardless of race, creed, or color, 
and at the meetings the students are instructed in the proper manner 
of living so that, they, will be rewarded in the life to come. She 
stated that this organization is very patriotic, and in all of 
their meetings Americanism is taught. She advised that the rumor 
that the "I Af Cult was planning or contemplating sabotage is 
the creation of some eneny of the cult and has absolutely no 
foundation in fact. She stated that the cult has so few friends 
as evidenced by the attitude of the entire population, and parti- 
cularly newspaper writers, during the recent trial for mail fraud 
at Los Angeles, California, that she is unable to give even an 
indication of who might be responsible for starting such a rumor. - 
Specifically referring to the letter that was allegedly written 
by the "I AN" Cult to Mrs. DICK ABDIE, she advised that no such

contemplated war activities of the’ Japanese. 


She further advised that the "I AM" Cult has no station- 
éry with printed letterhead, and that the only stationery used in 
the past several months is that of the Biltmore Hotel at Los 
Angeles, California, where she and Mrs. MUNDY resided and con- 
sidered as headquarters. 


Urs. B. 0. MUNDY + was also interviewed in this regard, 
and the information she furnished was substantially the same 
as that related by lfirs. BALLARD. 


The summary of the above facts was furnished to Mr. 
R. P. KRAMER of the Bureau on the evening of February 11, 1942. 


No further inquiry in this regard is contemplated by 
this office.

_ Hr. Nicholson inquired as to whether the Bureau wanted the 
Denver office to act on the basis of the possibility that these individuals 
are aliens in the possession of contraband,. whether the cult members should 
be interviewed or what action should be taken. I pointed out to Mr. Nicholson 
that the Bureau can not act on. any possibility of that kind, that if we are 
going to act we must know that they are aliens. Mr. Nicholson remarked that they 
only know the identity of three of these individuals, that it would be necessary 
to interview the cult members to ascertain their identity. I pointed out to 
Mr. Nicholson that if these individuals are citizens that even though they 
do have ammunition in their possession there’ is nothing we can do about it. 
Ur. Nicholson inquired as to whether there fas something which could be used ° 
as a basis for making some inquiry.. In response to my inquiry, he stated that 
most of these people came out of the Los Angeles area. I told him that checks 
should be made in Los Angeles to find out if these people are aliens and if 
they are aliens the matter should be discussed with the U. S. Attorney. He 
then pointed out that they only have the names of three of these persons and 
it is believed that the son of Mrs. Ballard. is a citizen. I pointed out.to Hr. 
Nicholson that he has no basis to make inquiries inasmuch as he has no indica- 
tion that these people are aliens. I suggested to him that under the circum- 
stances he discuss with the U. S. Attorney what information he has to see if the 
" U. &. Attorney wants to authorize executive search warrants as outlinedin the |. 
Bureau bulletin, that if executive search warrants can be obtained then it will 
be-all right for him, Nicholson, to check on these people while serving the 
warrants, that if he finds some of them are aliens in possession of contraband * 
he can take them into custody under the C.D. program. 


Mr. Nicholson inquired as to whether there was any substantiation 
to the rumor about the so-called sabotage, that is the rumor that these 
people were’ supposed to be controlled by the Communist Party and that they 
were going to sabotage the transportation systems east and west. I told him 
- that I had seen no confirmation although we had received rumors to that effect. 
ir. Nicholson stated that he was just interested in this rumor in so far as 
handling it as an ordinary case or whether they should even touch it inasmuch 
as the cult is involved. I told Mr. Nicholson that when there is nothing to 
back up a rumor that the people there have started to circulate concerning 
sabotage, there are no grounds on which we can act, and it is not known whether 
these people are aliens. I pointed out to Mr. Nicholson he should not interest 
hinself in the cult, that the only information he should try to obtain is whether 


these individuals are aliens and if so whether they have contraband in their 
possession. 


; lir. Nicholson stated that he will contact the U. S. Attorney and 
if the U..S. Attorney authorizes executive search warrants, the warrants will 
be served and it will be determined if these individuals are aliens; and if 


hey are aliens, whether they have contraband in their possession. I told Mr.

Cult, a Communist organization, was moving from Los An- 
geles, California, to Santa Fe, New Eexico, and Gunnison, 
Colorado, and that at the present time there were ayproxi- 
mately fifty members of this Cult presently in Santa Fe, 
New Hexico. Confidential Informant "A" continued that 
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had stated that the Communist Party had 
requested the Cult to move from the West Coast inasmuch as, 
within the next two weeks, the Cozmunists have organized for the 
purpose of talsing command of all railroads and blocking all high- 
ways with their personally oimed automobiles in order to stop 
all travel commnications along the test Coast and prevent the 
transportation of troops. Confidential Informant "\" further ad- 
vised that one of the Cult's teachings was to allow the Japanese 
to teke the Philippines as these Islands and Japan itself vould 
sink from a hurricancand that it was therefore useless for 
fmerica to fight the Japs as it would just be a waste of our 
manpower, The Bureau wes telephonically advised of these facts. 


On February 8, 1942, Confidential Informant "B" advised that in 
October or Novenbor, 1941, one PAD HH. STICKELL had come to 
Closson!s Garage in Santa Fe, New exico, that he had been pre- 
viously visiting the g2rage, ana that, upon being asked if he 
worked for the government, as he would aliays have 2 new battery 
installed rather then have one recharged, STICKELL stated "I do 
not work for this government." Informant "B" further advised 
that STICKELL was driving 2 1940 Buick Coupe, 1942 California 
license 737324, that he had been seen frequently contacting the 
manbers of the "I A" Cult and ‘that he had advised that on 
Februery 9 he was leaving for the North.

Field Division advising that the wife of DICK]ABDIE,“59 Scott 
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Street, San Francisco, had received a letter from the "I AM! 
headquarters informing her that the entire Pacific Coast was Pu 
be bombed on February 12, 1942; that.Sen Francisco Office wa 
unable to obtain: informtion from ABDIE and suggested that of- 
ficers of the Cult be investigated for possible violation of the 
Sedition Act and to ascertain who was responsible for the bombing 


report. 


With further reference to STICKELL, it is to be observed from the 
teletype of the San Francisco Office dated February 10, 19k2, that 
STICKELL was a member of the Executive Committee of the "Friends 

of New Germany" in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, in 1934, and that he had 
in his possession a Wisconsin operator's license in 1936; also, that 
this information was available in the report of Special Agent C. B. 
HOWARD, iilwaukee, Wisconsin, dated January 4, 1941, entitled 
NFUGENS JOHANNES BUERK, ESPIONAGE -'G." A description set out in 
reference teletype was obtained by the San Francisco Field Division

Bro:m Palace Hotel, Denver, Colorado, and that they were probably 
registered at tht “hotel under the name of "MUNDY." Informant "Cc" 
further stated thea? Mrs. BALLARD and PAUL H. STICKELL were receiving 
meil from one ‘LIEBER vho, it was believed, is a mail drop for’ 


said persons. 


The Denver Ficld Division was advised of the whereabouts of Mrs. 
BALLARD and was requested upon Bureau instructions to interview 
her for what information she would give regarding the revorted 
bombings of the Pacific Coast on February 12, 1942. 


On February 16, 1942, .a letter was received from the Denver Field 
Division dated February 13, 1942, advising that investigation at 
Denver revealed that DON BALLARD had registered at the Brown Palace 
Hotel in Denver under that name on February 6, 1942, and had checked 
out on February 8, 1942, and that a Mrs. G. 7. BALLARD, together with 
a irs. B. OUND DY had also rogiste red at the hotel on February 6 


1942. 


Mrs, BALLARD was interviewed, and she stated that sne is the 
Secretary of the organizetion and that urs. HUNDY is her personal 
secretary and is also & momber of the organization. In the initial 
stages of the intervicw she was reluctant to answer questions, ad~ 
vising thet she had been subjected to so much criticism and perse- 


cution by the enemies of the "I st" Cult that she did not care 

to answor any quostions, According to this lctter, Hrs. BALLARD 
advised that the decrees of the "I i!" Cult have always condemned 
Cormunism and that they have always fought Communism and have en- 
desvored over 2 period of some nine years to make the American 
public conscious of the evils of Communism in this, country, 


Mrs. BILLARD stated that theré was no organization and that per- 
sons who varticipate in it are merely students who come freely 
and voluntarily to meetings which are held and which are open to 
any persons who care to come, regardless of race, crecd or color. 
At the meetings the students are instructed in the proper manner 
of living so that they will be rewarded in the life to come. 


Mrs, BALLARD further edvised that the rumor that the "I Af! Cult 
wes planning or contcmplating .sabotage is the creation of Some 
enemy of -the Cult and has absolutely no foundation in fact. She 
stated that she was unablo to give oven an indication of who might 
be responsible for starting such @ rumor as the reported bombing 
of the Pacific Coast. She denied ever having written a letter to 
one Hrs. DICK ABDIE, stating that tho only person authorized to 
correspond in behalf of the Cult was Hrs. MUNDY, that the "I Ami 
Cult has no stationery with printed letterhead and that the only 
stationery which has been used in the past several months was that 
of the Biltmore Hotel, Los Angeles, whore she and Mrs. HUNDY re- 
sided and which they considered as headquarters, 


The Denver letter further advised that Mrs. B. 0. MUNDY was also 
interviewed and that sho related substantially the same as Mrs. 


BILLikRD. 


Hrs. DONNAMLUCAS) 315 Grant Avenuc, . Sate Fo, New Hexico, upon °* 
interview, advised that she had never heard of any such bombing 
rumor anc gave the following signed statement, which is being 
retained in the file of the El Paso Ficld Divisions 


"I have absolutely no knowledge of reports of bombings 
on the Hest Coast nor do I know where such reports 
originated. I did not hear eny such report. The 
reason I came to Senta Fe is beceuse I love the city 
and its pcople. Santa Fe is a cultural center and a 
wonderful place for our children and young pcople to 
continue their education ond home activities. Los An- 
gcles is knom to be a combat zone therefore the parents . 
of our resident children were concerned about their 
children being so far from home under such uncertain 
conditions - the simple thing to take the children to 
a greater place of safety.

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Mrs. GENEVIEVE{CHIVEZ, rife of Judge bavap ffficvez bnd reported 
head of the orgenizetion at Santa Fe, was interviewed, and she 
likewise denicd any knowledge of the bombing rumor nor -could 

she give any indication as to who might have circulated the 
rumor. irs. CHAVEZ further advised “that she doubted that the 
Cult would stay in Santa Fe and that it would orobably make its 
headquarters et Denver, where Hrs, B°LIARD is presently residing. 


Hrs DATUS“YERS* was contacted, and he advised that he Imew nothing 
concerning the reported bombings of the Pacific Coast and had no 

idea who might have circulated such a rumor. lYERS stated that he 

did hear, ‘however, from some of the members as they arrived in 

Senta Fe that Communists had advised them to leave California as ‘ 

the railroads and all the highways were to be blocked to frustrate 

any movement of troops. 


MYERS further stated that the organization now numbers approxi- 
mately 3,000,000 members and that there is in the vrocess of 
organization 3,000,000 more members. iMTERS stated that anyone 

who was opposed to the "I AN" movement or who did anything against 
then would be dealt vith by the "Masters," explaining that the 
Masters meant the ascended persons of St. GERMAIN and‘Mr. BALLARD:

He pretended to have the 
secret for romoving flaws from diamonds and to be able to transmute 
metals. Thc most remarkable of his professed discoverics was a 
liquid which would prolong life and by which he asserted he had 
himsclf lived 2,000 year's, St. GERMAIN was mentioned in a letter 


of HORACE WALPOLE's as being in London about'1743 and being 
arrested there as a Jacobite spy, and released. He appears to 
have resided in’London for one or tyo years. He was as St.° 
Petersburg, Russia, in 1762 and is asserted to have played an 
important part in connection with a conspiracy against Maperor 
PETSR IIT and a plot which placed CATHERINE the Second upon 


the Russian throne, 


From the Encyclopedia Americana" the following information 
concerning St. GERMAIN is summarized: Substantially the same 
background as set out above from the "Encyclopaedia Britannica" 
is given. It is further stated that FREDERICK the Great, having 
asked VOLTAINE for some particulars respecting him, was told 

that he was a man who never dies and vho knows everything. He 
passed the last years of his life.at the court of Prince HESSE- 
CASSEL and is supposed to have been employed during the greater’ 
part of his life as a spy at the courts at which he resided.

A review of the files of the District Intelligence Officer reflects 
that on April 11, 1941 a letter was addressed to Admiral FREEMAN, Commendant, 
Bremerton Navy Yard, Bremerton, Washington by en individual who signed 
his name C. M (E: SATION. This lett Stated that an individual nemed JAMES

Column known as theGPurple Cult; Tt. was: reported in this letter that these 
individuals were. employed by the Bremerton Navy Yard. A letter to the 
same effect which was addressed to the reporter’ of the Newvy Board dated 
April 5, 1941 at Bremerton, Washington and signed C. FCALLON (sic) was - 
also in "the Navy files. ‘These. letters, were apparently typed on the. same 
typewriter and the handwriting of: the signature is very similar on both 
letters. -

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irs. D. D. FOWLER, who refused to give her first end middle nae, 
1808 24th Avenue .North, Seattle, Washington; 7 Telephone East 0042, was 
interviewed by Special "heont FRANCIS E. BRIGHT of the Seattle Field ‘ 
Division and she advised that the organization'of the "I AM" Cult in 
Seattle started out as.a patriotic activity. However,.after the govern- 
ment began investigating them, the members were encouraged to express 
great hatred for the government. and for President ROOSEVELT because of 


Meant investigation. She advised the group began to profess that the 


Antecedent Masters" of which Maa BALLARD was the only living representative 
were destined to rule in the world’ and that the “Antecedent Masters would 
eventually take over the government of the people of the United States. 
However, she had no indication that the change of the present form of 
government was to take place by force and violence in 1940 prior to the 
Presidential Election of that year,. The group sent out a telegram to all 
its members through the verious group.leaders urging them to vote for WILLKIE. 


Subsequent to this time the organization became more violent in denonnc~ 
ing the government for its investigation of them and called down in its 
decrees the wrath of the "I AN" presence upon those persons who persecuted 
the organization. si x 


In describing the methods in which these decrees were handled, Mrs, 
BALLARD advised that the various groups would gather in the room and, under 
the. leadership of a group leader repeat over and over the leader's decree 
which were sold to each member by the organization until they worked them- 
selves into a frenzy and through the influence of mass psychology "got on 
@ sort of emotional drunk", 


The organization leaders insisted that the organization become a secret 
organization because they feared the investigation by the government that 
they made all persons entering meetings show their membership cards before 
they were permitted to go into the meeting and Mrs. BALLARD in the latter 
part of 1940 told the members that if the government. succeeded she would 
be put in jail and all the members would be put in concentration camps. 

This was done Mrs. FOWLER stated in order that the members would keep 
quiet jn the event they — investigated by the government‘ investigatorse 


Mrs, FOWLER stated that since the time she had left the organization 
she had been, cursed by the group and that in the last trial of Mrs. BABLARD 
she had testified at Los Angeles although she was reluctant to do so because 
some of the. members were so fanatical. She» stated that she had ‘Learned 
through persons in contact. with the organization from time to time tliat the 
orgenization was very much opposed to the draft and had issued decrees against 
it. She had.a copy of a “decree which was put out in September, 1942 and read 
by Mrs. BALLARD at a meeting of the "I, AN" Cult at Segthle, Le amend which

Mrs. FOWLER recalled that in December of 1940 = who 
was a messenger or national officer of the Cult had.come to Seattle and 
had told the group thet they might be sent to ‘concentration camps if 
the government succeeded in their investigation. She said this person 
was located in Los Angeles. She advised that another messenger, PAUL 
/OSTICKELL, hed told her at one time just before she got out of the. 
organization that. she should get groups of members she could trust and. 
name the persons who were investigating them and President ROOSEVELT,,. 
in their decrees urging their consumption by fire through the Mighty 
"I am Cult. STICKELL, she said, came from Los: Angeles to Seattle. 
She advised that she believed CAHILL and McLAREN had been fired. 
‘because of their activities of the "I.am" Cult and were no longér’ 
employed at the Puget Sound Navy Yard. However, she stated they were 
presently employed at the Todd Seattle Dry Dock and that CAHILL was 
presently active in the organization as.was McLAREN. She stated that 
CAHILL was the leader of the minute men which was the men's orgenization 
of the "I am" Cult, Ss .

progress of the investigation. Mrs. FOWLER. stated that she did not 
know Mrs. SMITH'S first name end that she did not know her, former address 
at Seattle, Washington. She statéd that Hrs, SMITH was presently some- 
where in California but had been a member..of the. organization.

The City Directory reflects a number of EL ITHS but none 
located at 1205 Stewart Street. This directory also reflects that ANNA 
MK. SPEARS is employed as a clerk et the United States Attorney's office 
end is residing at 516 East Union Street, Apartment #310. : e 


There is no other information in the files of the 13th Naval . 
District reflecting informetion concerning local activities of this 
group. However, there are numerous communications indicating summaries 
of investigations conducted of the. "I Am" Cult in other Naval Districts 
which communications were furnished.to the Local FBI Office and are 
generally based on Bureau Reports concerning the instant organization. 


No investigation of this group will be conducted at Seattle because 
it is not knowm what previous investigation was conducted as a basis for 
the decision of the Department not to prosecute this group for sedition. 
It is suggested that_if further investigation is desired in view of the 
information furnished by Mrs. FOWLER that this office be furnished with 
sufficient information to avoid duplication of investigation by other 
field offices.

Ho gave up this employ- 
ment more than twenty-five years ago and founded a religion known as the "I AMY 
Cult. EDNA WHEELER BALLARD and GUY BALLARD obtained large sums of money from 
their followers through the teaching of a doctrine that gifts of money and jewelry 
and clothes had ’a mysterious healing effect. They also claimed to ‘be the re~ 
incarnation of JOAN OF ARC’ and GEORGE WASHINGTON, respectively. The income from 
this religious teaching is reported to have been in the neighborhood of’ two 
million dollars. On the occasions when tho BALLARDS were threatened with liti- 
gation thoy promised to send the spirits of all tho cattle killed iri the Chicago 
Union Stock Yards to the home of the prospective litigants, stating that the 
‘latter would be-haunted by thespirits of thése cattle.

an artist, his wife - PDARICS2NDSLAR, FRArKVourPoRHoys, BETTYCHONDY, — 
confidential aid to MRS, BALLARD, GRANT L.OrtiIs, all of Los Angeles;

She. claimed %o have been a former "messenger" and conductor of clases 

for the "Z Amt movement. She had testified that the cult had required ‘that 
‘all members abstain from all sex activity an order to achieve a complete 

physical ascension. 


Newpaper clipping from the "Chicago Tribune'!l for May’ 28, 1939, stated that 
GUY W. BALLARD had ‘been twice indicted in Chicago on. oonpiaints of wonen 
who had ‘charged that ‘*shey had lost many thousands of dollars in BALLARD ta 
"Taka of Gold," a mining stock confidence ‘game. 


én article in the iNewaweek"magazine for December 16, 1940, concerning

Nevispaper: clipping from the "Chicago Tribune” for December 29, 190,. 
reflected. that MRS. MAUDE HILL of Chicago had testified that she had given: 
the BALLARDs $1, 000.00: and hoped: that she would receive. an ascension. She 
stated that she did not receive her ascension and had later severed her. 
connection with the organization: 


The "Detroit News for January 11, 1911, in an article concerning the mail 
fraud trial, stated that a WILLIAM REISS, a Long Beach, California, 
contractor, had “testified in the trial that he was an active Communist 
and, an advocate of the overthrow of all organized Government before he 
embraced. the "I Am" doctrine. He had gone on to testify that the 
teachings of the BALLARDs had caused him to change and that at the present 
time he was a good American, 


A newspaper clipping from the "Chicago Daily News" for June 22, 1913, 
reflected that MRS. BALLARD and DONALD BALLARD ‘had won a new trial in 
their case. The United States Circuit Court of Appeals had reversed the 
conviction of the BALLARDs on June 21,, 1943, on the grounds of error in 
the: judge's instructions to the jury. 
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A check of the records of the American Bar Association, 1140 North Dearborn,

BALLARD, during January 1942, in Los Angeles, California, Mrs, BALLARD had sola ° 
the members from the platform at nearly overy meting held before her conviction 
that the "Ascended Masters", meaning St. Germaine and GUY WABALLARD, hdd been 
protecting the West Coast area due to the I AM radiation of power, put’ that since 
the Government had began to persecute her, Mrs, BALLARD, they, ‘the Ascended 
Masters, had now taken away thoir protective power; that due to. thé taking of oil 
from the ground in California there had beon created a great cavity, and that 
California was going to sink, and that all of the members should go to Santa Fe,

By letter of March 25, 1943, the Los Angeles Field Division advised 
the Denver Office that a Mr. CHARLES HARRAH was a former follower of the "I 
Am" Cult but at the present time was not associated with ‘the group and could 
furnish information regarding same, It was suggested that he be interviewod 
concerning information which allegedly was in possession of DON 
who is presently in the United States Army and who was reported to be cor- 
resvonding with many‘individuals and inducing them to desert from the Army. 


Mr. CHARLES HARRAH was interviewed at 1585 West Dakota Avenue and 
advised that he was still a member of the “I Am Cult and had never made 
any statements concerning BALLARD with respect to the latter's allegedly 
enticing soldiers to desert. Mr. HARRAH advised that the "I Am" Cult has 
many enemies who spread malicious rumors and, further, that the. Cult's 
tenets include extreme Americanism. He stated that in his opinion any mem- 
bers who were called on to serve in the armed forces would be excellent 
soldiers. Mr. HARRAH advised that the Cult is not an organized system but 
a form of belief and has among its many beliévers some who may.be radical and 
some who wish to commercialize it and it is these members within the Cult 
who spread malicious rumors about it upon their failure to commercialize on 
its beliefs, 


AT BOULDER, COLORADO | 


It was ascertained through confidential source of information that 
the Cult has. its headquarters and reading room in Room 6, Boulder National: 
Bank Building, and that the group is under the leadership of Mrs. J. A, 
DEAVENPORT, 1900 Bluebell Street. It was ascertained further that Mrs, 
DEAVENPORT has been in Boulder since 1916; is from a very prominent family, 
has one boy who has been in the Navy for fourteen years, and is considered 
one of the patriotic citizens of that community. Information received from 
various sources indicates that the Cult in Boulder is now considered to be 
a harmless religious organization.

Confidential Informant T-5 advised that the Greeley Chapter of the 
"T Am" Cult has its headauarters and reading room at 920 Thirteenth Street, 
. which is the home of Mrs, MARY V. CH. He said that the leader of the 
Greeley group was Mrs. IRA L.XSIDES, who is a well known Greeley woman en~ 
gaged in running a typewriter exchange at Greeley. He advised that Dr, C. R. 
SBENZEL, a Greeley chiropractor, was also very active in this: group and that 
“Bhe mee meetings consisted of religious discussions and “love gifts." This in~ 
formant felt that this group was merely a racket, tt explaining that new mem 
bers are asked to buy $23.00 worth of religious books and that if they ate 
tend each meeting they ‘can purchase the entire group for $23.00. However, 
for each meeting that they miss, they have to begin payments again, which 
in some cases amount to an unusually h rice for a set of religious books. 
He stated that there are approximately members in Greeley and that they 
seem to have a persecution complex because of the recent ‘possibility of in~ 
vasion on the Wést Coast. He said that he does not believe that ‘they are 
engaged in subversive activity with the exception of: their various campaigns 
against “the Tews “and ‘of their prejudice against. the ‘government for the: trial 
‘and investigation of the BALLARD family. He stated that he feels that the 
group is dangerous to the extent that they accuse the government of perjury 
and instruct their followers in the light of this, but that such discussions 
are usually made by members who are not the leaders of the group; adding that 
he is sure the ‘Leaders of the Greeley group aré patriotic citizens. ‘This 
informant will report any other information that comes into his possession. 
He stated that he is sure cults are rapidly gaining a foothold both in 
Wyoming and in Colorado and that he has heard that the Cult is extremely ac-- 
tive in western Colorado. 


Inasmuch as this investigation has not covered Wyoming or. western 
Colorado, leads are being set out to determine the extent ‘of ‘activities of 
this group in the larger ‘towns in the Denver.

Indications are that this Activity is a religious group which subscribes 
to certain, theosophical principles based on an. idedlogy allegedly derived from 
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a series of principles ascribed to Saint Germain, acknowledged by members of 
the Cult to be an "Ascended Master", As such Saint ‘Germain is considered to. 
occupy a like position with the Founder of Christianity and because of the - 
excellence of his life on earth Edwar a*BALLARD is now likewise one of the 
"Ascended Masters", BALLARD is considered to have been the reincarnation of 
GEORGE WASHINGTON, who is considered an “Ascended Waster" and is revered by 
the Activity on a religious conviction, The Activity reportedly is jealous 
of the Constitution of the United States for the reason that, they maintain, 
the patriots who figured in shaping this document were throughout their deli- 
berations under the: influence of Saint Germain; leaders of "I AM" attach to 
themselves the responsibility of giving interpretation to Constitutional 
Provisions and to the Constitutionality of legislation. It, is their belief 
that this country will eventually be controlled by the "I All" Activity be- 
cause in due course the attractiveness of the Cult's principles will prove 
irresistible to all Americans. Prior to the institution of prosecution in Los 
Angeles in 1940 the Activity claimed some 6,000,000 members throughout the _ 
world and; according to the interviewee, great strides were being wade by

*I AK" church had one for sale for $700. On approximately March 1,, 1943, 

he contacted Mrs. CLARE M. JOHNS and made arrangements to purchase an electric 
Everett Orgatron for $700. The church originally gave her $60 cash as a 
down-paynent, then subsequently two other payments, one for $90 and one for 
$100; less $8.50 for repaira, necessary on the organ. Subsequently, Mrs. 
JOHNS contacted him demanding the balance of $441.50, even though the 90 
days allowed to pay for the organ was not up, Claiming that-dhe had to be 
out of town fore weok, and needed the money. A conference was held with the 
trustees of the church, and a check was. given Mrs. JOHNS for the above— 
mentioned amount. Reverend SABIN states this is the only connection he has 
ever had with the “I AK" group and from his observation and dealings with 
Urs.

JOHNS 
claims to be a widow of HARRY G. JOHNS. However, ihformation received by 
the Credit Bureau reflects that she was divorced from HARRY Gs JOHNS in 
May, 1938. However, no record could be found by the Credit Bureau in the 
Multnomah County Clerk's Office of any divorce proceedings. It further 
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set. forth that Mrs. JOHNS taught bookkeeping and accounting in public 
schools during the night session.

. the hall, however, the woman he described as the leader it was later learned 
is. Mrs. EVERETT BOERRIGTER. HAINES further informed that he heard these

BOERRIGTER is usually the person to pay him and that he is paid in cash or 
by some persmal check. Mr. GALLAGER said that Mrs, BOERRIGTER's husband 
Was also active in the organization in the past. He ativised that Mrs.. 

\ BOERRIGTER is not employed; that she apparently has devoted her entire time 

\. to the organization; that her husband has been employed in the past by the 

Government. He informed further that Mr. and Mrs. BOERRIGTER had beeh 

out of Pueblo for a number of months; that he understood they had been 

in Chicago. He also stated that the organization had at one time planned 

to cgase renting the hall after July 31 of 1943,, however, Mrs. BOERRIGTER 

has revtently returned to Fueblo and she informed liim that they desired to 

continue the-use of the hall. 


Mr. GALLAGER stated that he did not know how many members thére 
were in the local organization.

SEINDLAR stated that theré are about 150 members in Ios

On September 4, 
1943 Mrsz OTIS‘ OS#ORTH, 300 E, 19th Street, Oakland, house manager of 
this club house at 124 Montecito Street, was interviewed and advised 
that Mr. and Mrs. VIRGIL LX BROUN, organizers of the "I AM", resided | 
for some time in the rear of, the clubhouse at this address and she had 
frequent contact with them regarding business matters. Mrs; ‘BOSWORTH 
stated that these individuals always appeared considerate, were prompt 
in their financial obligations, but were a "little peculiar". She : 
advised that their peculiarity did not seem to be of a suspicious’ nature, 
but -rather that it seemed to be a manifestation of a minor pepenopegicat 
quirk. 


Mrs. BOSWORTH continued by stating that the only Seouid 
she had had with them was on account of the raucous fervor with which 
their meetings were conducted. It was a frequent, occurence, according 
to informant, to have the neighbors phone the police regarding dis- 
turbance of the peace due to their shoutings ard noisy incantations. 
She pointed out that some teaching of the faith placed moral significances / 
on certain colors, which ‘resulted in -having the Cult paint, all red 
fixtures with green paint, and all the black fixtures in the kitchen 
were painted with aluminum paint.

BARTLETT advised further that in her opinion every six months 
members of this organization had. to attend classes for what they called 


tretraining" in this organization at which time they were required to learn 
a-great oumber of verses and read continually. 


Mrs, BARTLETT also advised that members of this organization were 


not. suppose to ask for money and in her understadding no money was solicited 


at any time and in her estimation this organization consisted of menbers 
with excessive inaginations.

Mr. BRAWN added, however, that for the past four years they had 
given no trouble whatsoever and a portion, of the time while they were in 
their roon everything was very quite, however, at times they sang sons and

Mr. RAW stated that there were people:.in the reading room of 
evenings quite often, however, all of them seemed to be elderly laities; few 
men and young people were ‘ever noticed attending the necting, however, on 
Occasions ond or two men had been seen going into. the reading room. 


In conclusion Mr. RAWN advised that there was 4 nice alter fixed, 
up in the room and everything was painted white and all writing appeared to 


~ -be. in. purple color. He advised that he had been inside the room on a few 


occasions at which time there very books in the room and what they contained 
he, did not know. . 


We. Be TRENEERY, elevator operator for the past year in the Masonic 


Building, advised that in his estimation there was- not a great deal of activity 


on the part of Subject organization and there: seven or eight member's, ranging 
in age from thirty-five to seventy years most of whom were women, He advised 
that.on one or two occasions: during the évening meetings he had seen two men’ 
attend the meetings. 


: TRENERRY advised that this organization usually has its services 
during Sunday morning and possibly one or two. nights a week, He. adviséd that. 
the members sing and pray and have readings which are read in a sort, of 


monotone, 


From a very’ reliable and confidential source of information a 
schedule of the group activities of the I All organization anda donation 
envelope. were obtained and are being retained in the files of the Butte. 
Field Division for any further usé deemed necessary. From this source. it 
was also learned that. the reading room was paintéd white: with pictures 
jhanging on the. walls. There were-twelve ‘white: chairs in the room and 
containing an alter and a white piano. There-is only one. large song book 
in the reading room which is approximately one foot wide and sixteen inches 
long and. all of the songs. are written with purple priting on white back= 
ground, It is also reported that all of the pictures which are hanging on 
the walls are printed in purple on a white or crene background, 


rs. EUNICE BROWN, Grand feoretary~ of the Order of: Eastern Stars 
whose office is right next to the reading room of the T AU organization, 
stated that members of the organization gave no trouble whatsoever other than 
making considerable noise at times when she wanted to work. She advised that 
they sing songs. and appeared to be memorizing verses which they repeat in a

monotone. She advised that she had heard nothing of a derogatory nature 
concerning the organization or indicting that. they were connected in any 
way with subversive activities. She. advised that onee she overheard % 
plainly that an applicant or person who was present would not salute or 
pledge allegiance to the flag. She stated that they were trying to decide 
what was to be done about it. and the leader or one of the people present 
finally said they ‘would do nothings. 


Mrs. BROWN advised that. her yoom ‘had been next to the reading room 
for som time during the past and she was certain that if any statenents 


had made indicating subversive activities on the part of the Organization. she 


would have heard it and. would havé reported the organization: long ago.

A review of the Butte files. reflects that on November 7, 1939, 
STEPHEN NEUREMBERG, Postmaster, ‘called to the attention of Special Agent 
JOHN EB. TROST an article which appeared in the October 25, 1939, issue: of 
the "Sacramento. Union," This article was in regard to the organization 
known.as the "GREAT I AM" which is apparently a religious organization 
of questionable character, Mr, NEUREMBERG advised that a local chapter 
of this organization etistéd at Missoula, Montana, and held meetings in 
the Masonic Temple. ; 


The files 4180 reflect that on August 20, . 1940, Patrolman JAMES 
HIRST, of thé Billings, Montana, Police Department, advised Special Agent 
We T. GRAY that information had reached him to the. effect that the house 
situated at 3312 Fourth Avenue North in Billings was usedmysteriously as 
a meeting place for a group of women. - Mr. HIRST stated that his informant 
could not advise him of the nature of the meeting. 


Mr. BEN HAGERMAN, who operates a grocery store across the peed 
from 3312 Fourth, Avenue North, advised that ‘this house was owned by Mrs, 
B, F. MARTIN who resided at 43 Clark Avenue, Billings, Montana. He stated 
that the house ig tised only as a meeting place and not as.a dwelling. He 
stated that insofar as he could determine the place was used by 4 group? of 


‘women who to the bést of his knowledge are known as the "I, HM. A, M." group. 


He advised that his store is a sub-agency for the Post Officé and that he 
sells. money orders and that Mrs, ROY PATTERSON of 133 Broadwater Avenué, 

Billings, Montana, is apparently the secretary of the groups. and that she 
comes to the store and purchases money orders,..apparently the. money being 
used for the purchase of literature for the group. He advised that these

The following investigation. was conducted by Special Agent 
CHARIES J. MAUIE: 


ILLER, former President. of the Rotary Club, advised 
that an individual by thi name of MILTON, EDGAR was, the leader of. the OT Amt, 
Cult that came from California approximately two years ago. MILIER stated 
at, that. tim. there were some forty to fifty members of the Cult that -caitie 
to. town and stayed at the Allen Hotel and other places in Gunnison. He 
advised that most all of them. dressed in plain blue and appeared. well-to-do 
and spent their cash lavishly in town. He stated that their cars had 
‘California license plates and that all of the members appeared to have 
plenty of money. f 


MILLER farther advised that R Verne, ales ee of ‘he Je Ce 
Penny Company, toldhim that he made a big bonus during ‘the year’ 1942 .as 
the result of the. members of the Cult spending so much money with his company. 
Mir. MILIER,/who is in the: furniture business, stated that lirs. EDGAR bought 
the best, furniture he had and furnished a large home in Gunnison owted by 
CHARLES: RIGHT. LILIER stated that it was his opinion that the Cult 
was holding their meetings: in. this house but that he had heard no: specific 
information to bear this out. He stated that the members of the Cult 
caused no trouble and were not, objectionablé. He stated that most people 
Were suspicious. of them at Gunnison but without cause. He. advised that they 
had no apparent means of’ income yet all of them spend lavishly. MILLER 
stated that Doctor. WILLIAM HAMAST of Gunnison, Colorado had treated one 
unmarried member of thé Cult who was a dentist from California. ‘According 
to MILLER, Doctor MAST had told him that the dentist had said he joined the 
Cult. for the purpose of avoiding the draft and, that ‘though he: had a good 
derital, practice in California he désired to come out in the vicinity of 
Gunnison, Colorado in order to work in the mines and obtain a draft. defer- 
mente 


MILIER further informed that the members of the Cult had all left 
Gunnison. and had gone to Lake City, Colorado where they ostensibly rere 
interéstéd in mining and had bought up’ some of the old mires there which 
were closed dow. MIELIER stated that Mrs(CBALLARD and her gon were in 
Girinison for awhile but that they had left there, going to: lake City 
where the whole organization was reported to be. going into the mining 
business; It was his opinion that they had entered this industry because 
it was adeferable one. MILLER advised that no one-in the ‘chty of Gunnison 
had stated to him that the members of the Cult were unpatriotic or dis~ 
Loyal to this. country. He stated,. however, that he had recéi-ved information: 
from A. W. HOGAN of the Express Company in Gunnison that. truck loads of 
literature had come in there by express ‘and that it had been directed to 
thé organization at Lake City. ze was MILLER's opinion that all, of the 
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literature was uséd: for their own organization since none of it had been 
disseminated at Gunni; On, Colorado. 


HARRY 6K UBB, Undersheriff at Gunnison, Colorado, stated that 
he recalled that. the "I Am’ Cult came to Gunnison about two years ago. 
He advised that there was nothing in their behavior at that time to indicate 
that. they were concerned with un-American activities. He. advised that. peoplé 
in géneral were suspicious of then, although no one seemed to have fault 
with them, He stated most people regarded them: as "queer inasmuch as they 
werd always very pleasant and seemed to- have ‘no ‘bad. habits: whatever such 
as drinking and smoking. He advised, further: that they Were consérvative 
in their conversation and manner ‘but spent lavishly at all of the firms in 
tom. He. stated that they would go into a place and instead of ‘Buying one 
suit they would sad three or four and that. money appeared to be no problem 
to. thems 


According: to GRUBB, there was no derogatory information to, be 
had coricerning the Cult at Gunnison, Colorado. 


AT _HONTROSE, ee 


Sheriff FRANK L. HOVEY advised that the "I An Cult was know to 
most, everyone in the city but that they had never held meetings or been 
active there. HOVEY-recalled specifically that a woman; one lirs. LOUIS. 

-CISCO, age 67, Ute, Colorado, had joined the Cult. He stated that prior 
to: the time the organization came into the Vicinity of Kontrose, this 
individual had not been very religious but had merely resided on a ranch 
near Ute, Colorado. He ‘stated that she had died about 4 year ago. At that 
time he. recalled there Was some litigation in the. courts over the estate 
which she had left, since part of it was designated for the "I An Cult. 
Sheriff HOVEY advised that he: had gone-up to her ranch. house at the time. 
Urs, CISCO. died and he had learned later that members of the "I Am" Colt 
had insisted that her body: be: frozen and sent to. Denver to be cremated. 
HOVEY advised that some of the local people were: under. the impression 
that the Cult was trying to obtain members mostly of whom Were well-to-do 
old women. He could furnish no specific information to support this 
report. 


Sheriff HOVEY further advised that there were anonymous reports 
going around toym to the effect that the Cult was supposed to. be an 
organization against the Government with intent to: overthrow the Government, 
but, he had beeri unable to find any basis for thése rumors. Sheriff HOVEY 
adyised that he understood the members of the Cult were building a road - 
from Réd Mountain over to Lake City, Colorado, a distance of mine ten niles, 
that would enable the members to go to and from Lake City to their lodge — 
‘on top of Red Mountain which they have leased for a meeting place.

mannered and it was stated that there was no derogatory information to be 
had concerning them.

to the Beaumont Hotel in Ouray. He stated that hé. believed Mrs. BALLARD, 
the léader of the Cult, had leased the Ironton Ski Lodge on Red.

Mrs. ISRAEL remembered specifically that Miss JEAN EDGAR had made 
application and had recéiyéd supplenéntal gasoline for the Ironton, Lodge. 
Power Plant. She stated this individual specifically told her that the 
members. of the Cult would not buy Bonds or assist in the war effort. Urs. 
ISRAEL, however, stated that practically every member Wears an American 
flag ‘button in their lapel. She stated that several of the members mentioned 
to her that they were opposed to war. 


Concerning their dress, she stated that none of the members 
would wear red or black inasmuch as they believed these two colors. to be: 
evil ‘colors, however, they all bélieved in wearing pastel shadés, and it 
was not pnusaal to see-them dressed in bright blues, and further, some 
of their cars were painted bright yellow colors's 
According to Mrs. ISRAEL, several of the "I Am Cult members.

Sheriff WOOD also itentionéd an incident which had - happened 
about the first of Septembdr to the effect that. a sheep herder in the. 
vicinity of Tronton Lodge had been approached by a aman who was a member-.of 
the Cult and a self-designated watchman, and this individual, at. the point 
of a gun, had forced the sheep, herder off the property and accused him .of 
trespassing on the Ironton lodge: grounds, 


Sheriff WOOD stated that there was nothing in the activities of 
the members at Ouray ‘which. could be considered subversive or unpatriotic, 
except for the fact that they: had réfused to enter into the local Bond Drive.

All lectures of the series dealt mainly with the "Consuming 
White Flame that Envelopes all Discord. It was-noted that numerous 
servicemen attended the meetings and all were diessed in white clothes; the 
men all wearing lapel buttons consisting of one or two miniature. American 
flags. It was a closed meeting and only those holding invitations were 
admitted. The audience included several colored people. 


- It was ascertained that the "I Am’ group has made arrangements to 


‘hold a similar conférence at Wild Basin Lodge for a period : ‘of Several days 
beginning September 27, 1943. This lodge is near Allenspark, Colorado 


and will accommodate approximately three hundred people. 
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The. following. Jnveshigatéon was, conducted. by Special Agent _ 
_ ROBERT D. DELLWO. The information set. forth was obtained from Mrs B. D. 
CHENOWETH ‘who advised that he was a group leader of the "I An" Cult from 
“Jackson, Florida. Mr. CHENOWITH made the following statements concerning 
the policies of faith as held by members of the "I Am" Cylts 


The rationale of the sect is somewhat as ‘follows: It will be | 
reménbéred that at the time the Holy Ghost appeared to Moses on Mb, Sanai 
and, as récorded in other places in the bible especially in the Gospel, of 
St. John, the statement was made by the Supreme. being, "I Am, meariing I 
am: ‘the amplitude of being and "I ‘an The. Light", meaning that’ from me: the 
light of all truth, knowledge, good, étc. flows. From this and from the 
inspiration of their own ‘leaders the doctrines of the "ZI Am" movement were: 
formulated. In effect they postulate. that. the "godhead; existing somewhere 
in the outer reaches of the universe and that he emits vibrations or "cosmic 
light" which has the brilliancy of a "thousand suns" and which permeates all 
being and is the principle of all existence. If this light is removed from 
a being it passés- imnediately out of existénce. 


In the process of creation of man "in the image and likenéss of 
God" there is condensed from this cosniic light miniature fotintains of light 
which are the spiritual being of various men, women, etc. This light, is 
‘focused on our Pineal gland and is manifasted in a silver nervé which rins 
to our hearts. But this "fountain of light" is really us and exists over 
us and around us and is capable of "lighting the world", Fy cleansing it of 
evil and discord with its "living flaerie" and radiate. energy: to all creation, 
in the same manner that the god head ‘of light does but in a lesser quantity.

Only by throwing off our bodily desires, cleansing our minds, and becoming 
gloriously aware of the existence of our real being "this light or this 
I AM can we perfect ourselves: and, finally ascend into the perfect, universe 
Galled heaven. <Alsd,. only by doxg this, does our cosmic energy ‘become 
strong eriough to aid in the purification of the whole world. Once this 
light springs to Sts full effulgence in a great. niimber of” people it may,,. 
by mental concentration and physical activity, be gent all over the world, 
furnishing, light to it and buiming away imperfection. Hoviever,; until we 
personally attain that perfection, we kéep being yeproduced in material fom 
through the years or even centuries- until we do. 


Christ was the first "ascendent being" who developed the "light: 
of lis life” to such brilliancy- that. not ‘only was he purified so that he 
could ascend into heaven but so that-he could actually wield a purifying 
inflyence over the whole world.. FRANCESSBACON, the real founder of ‘the "I Am", 
and the real author of Shakespearian plays, was reincarnated at the time of 
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Napoleon in the body of St. Germain. He iis tle real founder but the 
thousands of others who havé bécome ascendent beings exist on the higher 
plane ready to hélp us as soon as we have purified ourselves erough for us 
to be helped. 


The golden age is about to come to the worl, The United States 
is the focal point of its coming introduction. Consequently, the chief 
political activity.of the "I Am" is subordinated to thé one aim of making 
the United States ds perfect a& possible, To that end they were first 
isolationists and wanted to keep thé United States out of war so as. to 
preserve its present perfection for further perfection. When we were forced 
to enter the world its chief aini was to keep the war out of the United 
States. To this end they not only sought to make the United States 
economically strong enough to keep the enemy at a distance but, by their 
meetings where they as a group collected all their flames of life together 
into one living flame and added t6 it the flames of some of thé ascendent 
beings, they sent their vibrations throtigh all the world which tend to 
perfect the United States, then the whole- western hemisphere and finally 
even send "tongues 6f living flame to clean imperfettion, discord, etc. etc., 
out of the other hemisphere. Presently the other hemisphere is so evil 
that the flames or spiritual beings of the people are so dim as to be 
snowed under and fouridered in the preponderance of evil.

W. MoNSHEATS; F. S.¥SNYDER; LEWIS*CHATHAN; 7. AMWRAY, as. Directors. 

He advised that this company purchased numerous expensive articles from 
the Kistler's. Stationary Company of Denver with which they completely 
outfitted their suite of offices. He advised that he later learned this 
Consumer's Service, Incorporated was made up entirely of members of the 

"IT An groups; that no money was ever paid on the office furniture, and 
that as the result, on Novenber 50, 1942 the office furniture was returned 
to the Kistler Company for non~payment. Mr. MAINLAND stated that as far as 
he knew this company was no longer in existence.

’ ef who besides 4 in the Cornelius Apartments, 306 Blanchard~Street-Aand 
ds meetings at the I AM meeting room 2094 Seneca Street in Seattle. 
irs, ‘FORLER stated. that DAVID SAYRE left Séattle in order to go to work 
at the I AM mine which is located near Boulder, Colorado. Urs. FONLER 
advised that this mine was donated to the BALLARDS by a rich student and 
the proceeds of the mining- operations go directly to the BALLARDS who 
claim to administer them for the benefit of all the I AM students.

Mrs, FOWLER advised that “love gifts" were commonly accepted by the _ 
members as a means of indicating their respect and admiration for the 4 
BALLANDS and the I AM activity arid that these gifts were placed in a Box 


which was maintained at the meeting place for this purpose. She advised 
that the BALLARDS wished people to believe that no money was collected; 
but as a matter of fact considerable amounts of money were sent by each. 
group to the national organization as a result of these "love gifts!" 
received from students. When CASSIERE came to Seattle in 1940 he was 
collecting money for a defense fund and at one, time Mrs. FONLER received 
a letter from the St, Germain Befense Fund requesting her to solicit 
amounts from all the studerits to forward to a post office box address at 
Los Angeles, She stated that this money was collected from the: students: 
and forwarded to Los Angeles for this purpose, : 
One of the activities in Seattle which was carried on by the group © 
was the arrangement of radio broadcasts over KOL. The broadcast consisted 
entirely of recordings of instructions by the BALLARDS for students and 
was continued for sometime 15 minutes a week on Sundayynorning. Mrs. 
FOWLER stated that the program was paid for by Kr. J.D INKE who owns 
the Ji D. Zinke shoe repair shops on the itest Coast and whd-vas an: I AM 
follower at that time. Mrs. FOWLER stated, however, that money was, used 
from national funds to pay for these broadcasts: in part ‘but she was not 
certain how this was arranged.- At one time in 1938 the Seattle group | 
rented records from the BALLARDS to play over the radio at a rate of $20 
per record and after these records were used they were returned to Mrsy 
BALLARD; The BALLARDS were constantly urging Mrs. FOWLER to get enough 
money together to pay for the radio time, but the Seattle group was unable 
to contribute enough to pay for this time entirely. 


Mrs. POHLER stated that some of the deeree books en décrees 
against the draft and she stated that’ since the time she left the organ- 
ization the BALLARDS had become more. violently opposed to the Selective 
Service systen,. particularly, she believed, because DON. was eligible 
for service.

DETAIIS: Mrs, DOTTIE D. FOWLER, 1808 24th Avenue North, telephone 
East 0042,, advised that she first heard of. the BALLARD family in the spring 
of 1935 at which time the BALLARDS were conducting a series of lectures at 
the Chamber of Commerce auditorium in Seattle. She had previously ‘been 
interested in theosophy and the Unity movement and was, impressed by Mr. 
BALLARD's claim that he had’ been reincarnated to save the rest of the World 
by teaching them the doctorines of St. Germain and the instructions of the 
NI AM", Thereafter she attended several meetings conducted by the BALLARDS 
in Seattle and was contacted by a Mrs. JENSEN who came‘from Los Angeles +0 
organize groups of the I AM cult at Seattle » Washington. Mrs, -JENSEN : 
Suggested that Mrs, FOWLER be-a leader of the group in Seattle and with some

Thereafter she wes furnished with several books of instructions 
on how to conduct meetings of the I AM cult. She had in her possession 
the I AM group léader's instruction book No. 3 which is copyrighted by 
the St. Germain Press, Inc, 1940 and was published by that. press at 
P. 0. Box 1133, Chicago, Illinois with a branch office at P.0.Box 428 
Los Angeles, California, This book was written by Mrs. G. W. BALLARD 
and DONALD BALLARD and.gives 18 pages of instructions on how to conduct 
meetings and the purposes and aims of the I AM cult. On page 4 of this 
book it states that the purpose of the study groups organized by the I 
AM is to enable the people of America to underatand the instruction of 
the "ascended masters" and through their ovm calls to the "mighty I AM 
presence" secure: assistance to protect America against war and destruction, 
The book states that group leaders should not ask for money or assistance, 
but that if money is needed for group activities, a meeting should be had 
at which all request the "I AM presence" to send money and thereafter 
if the members themselves wish to give certain sums as "free gifts of 
love this will be all right. It specifies that copyrighted outlines 
may be purchased from the St. Germain Press to be followed by cach group, 


‘which were enumerated as follows: 


(1) Regular study groups 

(2) Fundamental groups 

(3). Group leaders instructions 
(4) Sunday school 


The booklet refers to "100% Groups" but does not identify their nature. 
It specifies that no one should be allowed to attend a study group until 
he has attended the full'7 classes and has reccived a suitable card of 
admission to the study group from the one in charge of the fundamental 
group. It states that util permanent cards are provided by the St. Germain 
Press each group leader is being asked to provide suitable cards for his 
owm groups which will be. considered by the BALLARDS as evidence that a 
person holding one is a real "I AM student" when they apply for one of 
the aa class cards, 


Mrs, FOWLER advised that 100% students of the I AN are those who 

are believed’ by the group leader to implicitly follow the instructions 

of St. Germain which spccify that no meat.is to be eaten, that the member 
is not to use narcotics, tobacco, Liquor, excess sugar, salt, strong tea 

or coffee and that no member is to indulge in any kind of sex activity.. 
Each .100% member is to examine his ovm conscience to see whether he desires 
the instruction of the "mighty I AX presence" more than anything else and 
lives to serve it only. This bookict has been identified by the writer 

and is being furnished to the El Paso Field: Division for its information 


. as an eens 
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Mrs. FOWLER advised that she was closely identified with the group 
in Seattle until about January 1941 when she withdrew and resigned her 
leadership. Thereafter she stated that the group in Seattle was managed: 
by lr. DAVID SAYRE for a time and later was taken.over by Mrs. JESSIE J. 
BULLIS' who resides in the Cornelius Apartments, 306 Blanchard ‘Street, and- 
holds meetings at the I AM meeting room 209% Seneca Street in Seattle. 
Mrs. FOWLER stated that DAVID SAYRE left Seattle in order to go to work’ 
at the I AM mine which is located near Boulder, Colorado. Mrs. FOWLER 
advised that this mine was donated to the BALLARDS by a rich student and 
the proceeds of the mining operations go directly to the BALLARDS who 
claim to administer them for the benefit of all the I AM students. Mrs. 
FOWLER stated that during the time she was the leader of the. group at 
Seattle they were holding meetings at the Montlake Theatre which ‘she. 
rented for this purpose and the group was constantly enlarging as’ new 
members came into the activity. She bclieved for.a long time that the 
group was trying to promote the golden’ rule among its members and so was 
sinecrely interested in promoting its activities here in Seattle. She 
stated that she began to doubt the organization when it manifested political 
interests and the government began to investigate its mail fraud aspects. 
Thereafter she withdrew from the group and Cannan 8 at ‘the mail fraud 
trial at Los Angeles, California. : 

During a class in 1939 at Los Angeles Mrs. FOWLER heard ‘Mrs. BALLARD 
say that there-were 1,000,000 people in contact with the work and before 
another ycar passed’ there would be 2,000,000 folloviers, and’ as. soon as 
they reached 3,000;000 they could govern the United States. Mrs. FOWLER 
statcd: she did not believe the group ever had 3,000,000 members but that 
the membership must - have been considerable in view of some of the testi- 
mony she had heard concerning the number of books sold by the BALLARDS to 
members of the organization. 


Mrs. FOWLER recalled that from October 18, to October ‘27, 1940 BILL 
CASSIERE who is presently in the U.S. Army but who at that time. was. an 
"accredited messenger" or national reprosentative for the I AM cult, was 
in Seattle and he there informed the students that: the trial against the 
BALLARDS , himself and other defendents was soon to begin. He asked for 
"love gifts! and stated that if they were not forthcoming and Mrs. BALLARD. 
was convicted all of the I AM students would go to concentration camps, 
the group leaders to jail and all reading rooms: would -be :closed. 


Mrs. FOSLER advised that "love gifts't were commonly accepted by thé 
members as'a means of indicating thcir respect and. admiration for the 
BALLANDS and the I AM activity and that these gifts were placed in a box 


which was maintained at the meeting place for this purpose. She advised 
that the BALLARDS wished people to believe that no money was collected, 
but as a matter of fact considerable amounts of money were sent by each 
group to the national organization as a result of these "love gifts! 
received from students, When. CASSIERE came to Seattle in 1940 he was 
collecting money for a defense fund and at one time Mrs. FOWLER received 
a letter from the St, Germain Defense Fund requesting her to solicit 
amounts from all the students to forward to a post office box address at 
Los Angeles. She stated that this money was collected from the students 
and forwarded to Los Angeles for this purpose. 


One of the activities in- Seattle which was carried on by the group 
was the arrangement of radio broadcasts over KOL. The broadcast consisted 
entirely of recordings of instructions by the BALLARDS for students ‘and 
was continued for sometime 15 minutes a week on Sunday morning. Mrs. 
FOULER stated that the program was. paid for by Kr. J. D. ZINKE who owns 
the J, D. Zinke, shoe repair shops on the test Coast and who was an I AM 
follower at that time. Mrs. FOWLER stated, however, that money was used 
from national funds to pay for these broadcasts in part but she was not 
certain how this was arranged. At one time in 1938 the Seattle group 
rented records from the BALLARDS to play over the radio at a rate of $20 
per record and after these records were used they were returned to Mrs. 
BALLARD, The BALLARDS were constantly urging Mrs. FOWLER to get enough 
money together to pay for the radio time, but the Seattle group was unable 
to contribute enough to pay for this time entirely. 


Mrs. FOWLER stated that some of the decree books contained decrees 
against the draft and she stated that since the time she left the organ- 
ization the BALLARDS had become more violently opposed to the Selective 
Service system, particularly, she belicved, because DON was eligible 
for service. She understood that when Mrs. BALLARD was at a meeting in 
September of 1942 shc had given decrees against the draft and she furnished 
the writer with a copy of one of these decrees which is not set forth 
here inasmuch as it is found in one of the decree books later referred to. 
Mrs, FOWLER knew that many of the persons who were members were sincerely 
trying to better themselves morally by becoming- members of the I AM group 
and she recalled that many of the persons who belonged at Seattle were 
very fine people whom she was certain had no subversive tendencies of any 
kind. She stated that members became so endowed with the infallibility 
of the BALLARDS that they were sometimes trapped into following their . 
orders even though they might advocate opposition to the draft. 


She stated that when the organization was founded on a national - 
scalé, a former lieutenant of PELIEY was made a mcssenger by the BALLARDS 
and that he had written to the Silver Shirt organization in Seattle 
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to advise them to join the I AM cult on Silver Shirt stationery. As a 
result of this Mrs, FO#LER knew that some of the mombers of the I AM 

cult at Seattle were silver Shirts prior to the time they became members 

bY vbre.interested. insSilver Shirt activities. She stated that DAVID 

SAYRE and GEORGE PATTERSON who were very active in the I AM groups at 
Seattle were formerly Silver Shirts. She believed that PATTERSON was now 
at Santa Fe, New Mexico and that SAYRE had left the group and was somewhere 
near Boulder, Colorado. 


She recalled that shortly after SAYRE took over the leadership of 
this group in January of 1941 he received a message from the national 
headquarters which was later repudiated by Mrs. BALLARD, to the effect 
that the students mst leave the West Coast since a catastrophe was to 
annihilate all the people who lived here because of the punishment of 
the leaders of the I AM at Los Angeles. Hrs. FOWLER believed that this 
message was brought to Scattle by EARL THOMAS who was an "accredited 
messenger" of the I AM cult but that later SAYRE told everyone that this 
was not a bona fide message from the leadership of the I AM cult or from 
St. Germain. As a result of the fact that this message was given to the 
members at Seattle numerous persons left Scattle and went to Santa Fe or 
Boulder or Denver, Colorado which were suggested places of refuge from the 
impending holocaust,

confidential informant SE-1 was obtained and reviewed with her and she 
pointed ‘out the names of various members who had definitely left. the.

Mrs. FOWLER believed that some of the young men were encouraged t to 
resist the Selective Service system by the I 4M cult but she had no definite 
information to this effect. She statcd she had obtained the information 


regarding tlie decrees agains’, the draft from 3 “ i L. -CIEVELAND and iad 

she had attended no meetings of the organization since she left it in 1941. 
She stated the membership list previously furnished was one of that date 

and that other persons may. have Jeft the group since she was a member. 

Mrs, FOHLER furnished several copies of the "Voice of the I AM! which are. 
being forwarded to the Ei Fasc Field Division as enclosures with this report. 


Mrs, HAZEL M. BRITTON, executive secretary, Seattle Better Business - 
Bureau, 857 Central Building,’ ‘advised ‘that, the I AM first came to the 
attention of that -Bureau on Jariuary ‘U4; 1938 when the Los Angeles office 
wrote concerning it, A letter dated January 28, 1938) shows that the 
Chicago Better Business-Bureau found that a commercial agency had a record 
of a GUY B, BALLARD who lived at 6525 Bosworth Street, Chicago-in 1928. 

At that time he was 48, married and was secretary of the Cottonwood 
Association, Ltd., Koom 81, 30 North LaSalle Street. The’ association was 

a trust associatioa under Fodera el laws organized to develop western land. 
When he was interviewed he refused to state where the lends were but , 
advised he was also interested. in.the development of Arizona mining property. 


The Chicago office ‘also. advised that on March 23 » 1929 two indictments 
were returned in Cook County against GUY BALLARD for operating a- confidence _ 
gene. ‘The complaining witnesses were MINNIE J.. ANDERSON of 4700 Beacon 
Street, Chicago and ADELENE BECK, 628 Gary Place. The indictments were 
dismissed August 16, 1929 with Leave to ‘reinstate because BALLARD was 
outside the jurisdiction, ‘ 


. irs. BECK was interviewed by the Chicago office and. stated that the 
indictment was in conncction with a gold-mining stock promotion scheme 
called the "Lake of Gold Inc.",. One HERBERT M. PARKHURST was associated 
with BALLARD in the Lake of Gold project. 


An attorney ALFRED F. BECK represented a complainant against BALLARD, 
a MARY I. INGHAM of Chicago who was fleeced by BALLARD in a gold mining 
scheme, 


“Tn June 1937 BALLARD resided with his wife EDNA at 1620 East a 
Street, Chicago and-he left that ycay for California. 


. Regarding the St. Germain press, Post Office Box 1133, Chicago, 
Tlinois, the Chicago office had advised that the name appeared as carly 
as 1934 with a ba nk acéount in Chicago. 4 local publisher REUBEN R. . . 
DONNSLLEY in 4 years prior to 1939 printed about $100,000 worth of material 
for the St. Germain press. ~ 


By letter dated June 24, 1938 the San Francisco office advised that 
the cult had a local office there and that Mr. arid irs. FRANCIS EKEY were — 
leaders in San Francisco. 


In February 1939 the Los Angeles Office wrote saying that Washington, 
D.C. had received an inquiry from Attorney PARCTLLA LAWYER RANDOLPH 
asking for copies of letters addressed from GERSLD B. BRYAN which requested 
information about BALLARD. The Los angeles office indicated that such 
inquiries should be referred there since Los Angeles had a considerable 
file on BALLARD and was interested 4 in mee ane was seeking information 
regarding BRYAN about. 


On May 13, 1939 Miss CORA TRENT CLIFFORD, 353 West 57th Street, New 
York said the cult claimcd 400,000 members in a letter directed to the 
Seattle office and that it had a large reading room in Scattle. On June 
23, 1939 a WILLIAM J. MARTIN whose addrcss is unknown, wrote stating two 
families he knew were leaving Seattle because.of the I AN cult and that 
the group condemed Russia but said nothing about Germany, Italy and Japan. 
He requested information concerning the organization but since no address 
was furnished by him ais letter was not answered, 


Mr. ARCHIE TsFT, manager of KOL, Northern Life Tower Building, advised 
that a fifteen minute program for the I AM cult was first placed through 
the Allicd Advertising agency, Inc. 553 Southwestern Avenuc, Los Angeles, 
California and that.this contract was continued from August 28, 1938 to © 
August 20, 1939. He advised that later material for the I AM was placed 
through the Ted Dahl Advertising Agency 4354 West 3rd Street, Los jngeles. 
This material was placed for an indefinite period on August 27, 1939. 


He stated the group had-a-fifteen minute period on Sunday and used 
transcriptions which came from the headquarters of the I AM at Los Angeles, 
The programs were sponsored by J. D. ZINKE of the Zinke Shoe Stores and 
the local I. AM-group represented by Mrs. FOWLER. They were discontinued. 
about the end of 1940 when the organization was being prosecuted at Los 
Angeles, . 


Mr, ROY S. L&IGHTON, personnel manager, Frederick and Nelson, 5th and 
Pine Street, address Route 2, Box 945 Edmonds, Tiashington advised that he 
and his wife wore members of the I Ai organization from the beginning of 
1938 to the end of 1940. He stated that it was about as fine a group of 
people as he ever mt and he had no indication that it was engaged in 
subversive activity although they opposed war as a malignant activity. 

Ho stated that the principles urged members not to have a destructive or 
unkind thought and above all to avoid any such acts. His only criticism 
of the organization was that they continually sought money cither for 
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publications or as “love gifts!!, He stated that the following employees 
of Frederick and Nolson are presently active in the youth group of the 
organization which is called the Ascended Masters Youth.

Building. Ho stated he was a member of the I AM until 1938 but that he 
left the organization because Mrs. BALLARD dismissed Mrs. M. 0.. ADAMS who 
lives near Poulsbo, Washington and who was leading a group of study 
students to which TALLIN belonged. 


He stated in January or February of 1943 iurs. BaLLsi came to Seattle 
and had a chat with him. He refused to go back into the organization 
although she requested him to do so. Mr. TALLMAN advised that he had been 
& tember of the Silver Shirt Legion of imerican at one time and that 
GEORGE PATTERSON of Scattle who was a local leader of the Silver Shirts had 
gone to Boulder, Colorado to be a mining engineer for the I.AMs at their 
mine there. sic did not believe that Mr, PATTERSON was still in the organ- 
ization, It is noted that Mr. TALLMAN was in correspondence with Mr. H. E. 
MARTIN, executive director of the Foundation Fellowship, a BALLARD front 
organization at Ashville, North:Carolina, in 1935. At that time he indi- 
cated that he was active at Seattle in attempting to build a "Christian 
Commonwealth" and that he was acquainted with Mr. ROBERT C. SUMMERVILLE, 
who was a leader of the organization of the Silver Shirts in Scattle. 


Mr. ALBERT L. CLEVELAND, who is employed as a. music instructor by 
the Sherman Clay Company 1624 4th avenue end who resides at 1508 East 
Franklin Avenue, advised he was a mmber of the I AM at Seattle from . 
1936 until September 1942, He resigned because ho was unable to belicve ‘ 
the tenats of th. cult and felt that Hrs. BALLARD was a fraud. 


During the time he was a member he had charge of the music. He stated 
that at. meetings the group sang songs of a patriotic nature which were 
Songs in praise of the BALLARDS and various other ascended masters.. He 
Stated that the organization never ‘advocated the non-purchase of war bonds 
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but were against the draft and in September 1942 Mrs. BALLARD led the 
group in decrees against the draft. He stated the group was anti : 
ROOSEVELT, anti-Communist but not anti-Semitic as far as he knew. He said 
meetings were open until about the first part of 1941 or the latter part 
of 1940 when they began to hold closed meetings. At that time they issued 
membership cards containing the name and number. 


Regarding the organization in Seattle he believed there were about 
180 active members in September 1942. About 75 to 100 attended meetings 
and there were less than 60 men who were members. He advised that JAMES 
CAHILL, a Seattle Tacoma Shipbuilding Corporation hull foreman, was head 
of the men's group called the "Minute Men". The women were organized 
and directed by JESSIE BULLIS who was leader of all the Seattle activities. 
They were called the "Daughters of Light", The young people were known 
as the "Youth Group" or the "Ascended Masters Youth" group and when he 
left the. organization the various: groups met en todo about four times a 
week, He said Mrs, BULLIS lives at the Cornelius Apartments with her 
son, CHARLES, who works for the I AM movement. 


At the present time they have a music temple which is in operation 
24 hours a day. At this temple they play records of I AM music. The ~ 
organization is self supporting in Seattle and in fact sends moncy to 
Los Angeles for the national organization. He stated the following persons 
are other mombers who are active at the present time:

Mr, CLEVELIND could not recall the exact degree which was given by 
Mrs. BALLARD against the draft but he stated that it was not similar to 
the one published in the I AM decrees but was made up by Nrs., BALLARD 
at the time.. 


rs, ALVA P..SMITH, 7407 35th Avenue N.E., telephone, Vermont 3389 
adviscd that it was two. years since she had attended meetings regularly 
but she has been very friendly with Mrs, CATHERINE R. FLAGLER, 2049 36th 


N.E. and her husband, JOH! C. FLAGLER, who operates the Twin Fir Studios, 
a photographic shop at 12530 Bothell way, telephone, Sheridan 4820. She 
stated they are 100% members of the activity. 


irs. SHITH stated she started attending the meetings of the group 
in 1938 when they were holding meetings in the theatre at Montlake. At 
that time lirs, FOWLER was the leader at Seattle. 


In January 1941, Mr. DAVID SAYRE took over the leadership of the group 
and about the end of that year, Mrs BULLIS came in to take over the leader- 
ship after being appointed by Mrs. 'BALLARD. Regarding the policies of 
the group, she stated you have to attend seven weeks of fundamental classes 
before you can attend a study group or a major meeting. She advised that 
fundamental group membership cards had been issued to her and she furn- 
ished them to the writer so that they might be photographed. Photographs. 
of her fundamental membership cards were made and it is noted that one of 
thesé cards has on the one side, "I AM Study group, fundamental No. 161", 
and on the other side it has q. list of dates beginning August 4, 1941 and 
ending September 15, 1941 showing attendance at seven meetings. Another 
card which was green in color had printed on one side, "I AM reading room, 
New Orpheum Theatre Building, Seattle, Washington" and on the back was 
written, Mrs, ALVA P. SMITH, 7047 35th N.E. Seattle, Washington and the 
number 161, The third card was headed No. 161 and it had Mrs. SMITH's 
Signature written on it. In printing on the front of the card was the 
following: "Admit the undersigned to Scattle I AM sanctuary Study Group". 
The back of this card stated, "The holder‘of this card’ has attended seven 
fundamental classes, January to July 194]"and was signed "Sanctuary group". 
Mrs. SMITH also possessed identification card No. 12819 which was issued 
by the national organization through Mrs. FOWLER on August 6, 1940. The 
card stated that it was not transferable.and must not be loaned and bore 
the following statement in printing: "This card is issued to the person 
whose signature appcars below to grant him or her admission to the private 
classes conducted by Mr. and Mrs. G. W. BALLARD and son, DONALD, in 
consideration of certain guarantees of good faith offerred by the signer 
and attested to on the registration blank.. This card mst be kept on the 
person of the signer when on the premises-and is-subject to immediate 
return without protest on request", The negatives of the various member- 
ship cards are being forwarded to the El Paso Field Division and onc print 
of cach card is being retained in the files of the Seattle Field Division. 


About Suptenber of 1941 Mrs. SMITh stated that the I AMs had avail- 
able at the reading room copies of a speech against "Unions Now", Mrs. 
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BALLARD sent for 1, 000 copies of this speech to beaten in Ylashington, 
D.C, and they were "distributed at the headquarters ‘of the I AM in Seattle. 


About this time Mrs, FLAGLER went to Los Angeles to a class of I AMs . 
and wrote that there. was. a.movement on foot to sell this country to England 
and that St. Germain had told Mrs, BALLARD that the activity of the decrees 
was against this movement, - Mrs, SMITH stated. that Hrs. FLAGLER told her 
at one time that Mrs., BALLARD had told the young péople who belonged to the 
I AM to go to Denver, Colorado’ to savoid: ‘the draft. Later however, Mrs. 
FLAGLER said that Mrs. ‘BALLARD had “not tiade this statement. 


In 1940 PAUL STICKELL, an moredioel messenger of the I AM came to 
Seattle with a forn letter: to be written to ‘variots ‘senators and Congressmen 


. in order to influence them in favor of the I .AM organization. A copy of 


the form letter referred to by Hrs, SMITE was later obtained from Mrs. 
FOWLER and is being forwarded as an enclosure with this report to the EL 
Paso Field Division, The letter states that the I AM activity is an 
educational and patriotic activity and that thousands of people are 
interested, It advises that it is against Communism, Fascism, Nazism 

the Fifth Column and all subversive activities . and is designed to sustain 
our form of government in its original form, 


Mrs, SMITH stated’that it might be desirable to contact Miss MARGARET 
BALL who is employed at Lowman and. Hanford who was formerly a, member of 
the I AM cult. She furnished copies. of the decrecs of thé I AM group 
which are being furnished: as an enclosure with this report to El Paso. 

She also furnished the booklét. entitled » "I AM Fundamental Group Instruc- 
tions" which: is- béing furnislied as an enclosure with this report to the 
El Paso Field Division, 


Mr. T. V. DEMPSEY, incl John Davi's: and Company, 807 2nd Avenue 
advised that the building at 209% Sencea Street. is rented by his agency 
and that the space therein on, the mezzanine floor has been rented for two 
years by lirs, JESSIE BULLIS. She pays $115 a month in cash and a new 
lease was signed on May 15, 1943 for one ycar. A Mrs. FLORENCE HEATON 
signed the lease of April 15 » 1942. as a witness. There was no record of 
this individual in the 1942 city directory. | 


rs, THELMA HOUSE, telephone operator, Cornelius Spartments » 306 
Blanchard, advised that Mrs. JESSIS BULLIS resided in apartment 803. She 
is usually alone in the apartment but her son visits her at times. She-

A review of the files of the Seattle Field Division reflects that Mrs. 
BULLIS was listed as a member of the Silver Shirts or as a person interested 
in the Silver Shirts in the files of. WILLIAM DUDLEY PELLEY recovered at 
Ashville, North Carolina and in the files of ROBERT CARLYLE SUMMERVILLE, 


The files also reflect that CHARLES NEWBERRY BULLIS -is presently a 
Selective’ Sérvice delinguent with his Local Board No. 245, 2301 46th 
Street, Long “Island City; New York for failure to advise’ of change of 
address and appear before the advisory board on ‘spril’13, 1943. CHARLES 


‘BULLIS is reportedly taking his obligations under the Selective Service 


het very Lightly and was doing work for the I AM group traveling around 
the country in connection with their AGhLVECAES. ‘He was reported to 
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object to service in the Army because of his religious beliefs. BULLIS 

was arrested at Seattle by Special Agent FRED CONNERS and, stated that he 
was willing to serve in the Army and that the I AM cult did not teach 
objection to the Selective Service Act from conscientious or other motives. 
He advised the cult was opposed to the war but not to the draft and that 
members were willing to serve even in combatant capacity. Mrs. BULLIS 

was interviewed in attempting to locate her son and she furnished sub- 
stantially similar information concerning the cult and its beliefs. 


A review of the files reflects that JAMES WARD KEMP who was formerly ‘ 
a member at Seattle of the I AM cult was reported as delinquent under 
the Selective Service Act on December 14, 1942 for failure to keep the 
local Draft Board 6, Seattle advised of his change of address and to fill 
out and. complete his questionnaires. KEMP was apprehended at Santa Fe, 
New Mexico on March 11, 1943 and cleared his delinquency. Various 
informants in this case indicated that KEMP might be avoiding service 
because of his interest in the work ‘of the IT AM group but there was no 
definite information that this group influenced KEMP to avoid the Selective 
Service Act. 


LOUIS BURBICK, JR. a member of the I AM group: at Seattle has also 


~ been reported as a Selective Service delinquent and cleared his delinquency 


as a result of his arrest at Ouray, Colorado. He was delinquent with 

King County Board 3 at Kent, Washington for failure to report for induction. 
He was arrested at Ouray, Colorado on June 3, 1943 by the Sheriff at that 
Place, . 


It is noted that in the files of the Seattle Field Division a Mrs. 
LALLA C, CHESLEY, 1931 9th-Avenue West, Seattle, Washington reported 
that CHARLES ‘BULLIS was dodging the draft, September 19, 1942, by falsely 
claiming to support his mother and that he is commonly known as ‘the, 
"yed headed angel" of the I AM cult.

1-1 has re- 
ceived no information indicating that the group in Santa Fe have 
engaged in any activities which might be termed anti-American, or 
that MRS. BALLARD has made any statements to the group which could 
be: termed un-American. 


By letter dated Ostober 6, 1943, ‘the Chicago Office advised that ~

This office was further advised that BALLARD registered at the 
West Virginian Hotel, room 606, on the night of April 15, 1944; that he is 
an Air Corps Cadet stationed at Concord State Teachers College, Athens, 
West Virginia. Since that date it is our information that he has been 
transferred to Camp Pickett, Virginia to the Infantry Division. 


At the time this information was furnished to this office an 
inquiry was made at the Concord State Teachers College, Athens, West Virginia, 
to determine if BALLARD actually was an Air Corps Cadet, at which time it 
was learned that he had been transferred to Camp Pickett, Virginia. BALLARD'S 
mother, according to information received at the college, is EDNA M. BALLARD, 
206 McKenzie, Santa Fe, New Mexico.. The person to be notified in case of 
an emergency is Miss GENEVIEVE CHAVEZ, 130 E. Buena Vista, Santa Fe, New 
Mexico, 
Information was furnished this office by Confidential Source #2 
to the effect that BALLARD usually leaves camp every weekend in order to make 
long distance calls in regard to a case in the U. S. Supreme Court in which 
his mother is a defendant; further, that he is quite outspoken in his 
hostility toward the United States Army and the country as a4 whole, indicating 
that he did not want to be in the army. Further statements made by him ” 
indicated that he wished to go to Mexico to take out. citizenship papers. 


It will be noted that in one instance BALLARD stated that the spy. 
trials in which he was interested were in Chicago and that his father was ; 
being tried. However, in the second instence he mentions that his reason for 
wanting the weekend pass was in order to make telephone calls concerning a 
case in which his mother was a defendant which was pending before the Supreme 


Court. No information is available in this office as to the father's name.

is some highly significant reason for each fixture in the building..
